By resolution, the Twin Falls city commis- 
sion has given recognition to Law Day and 
Robert Ballcisen. city attorney and chairman 
of the Law Day U.S.A. proBram In the Fourth 
and Eleventh Judicial districts of 'the Idaho 
Bar association, will s^cak at the regular 
meeting of tho Twin Falls Rotary club this 
Wednesday, / 

In drawing the contrast between civiliza- 
tion and barbarism, tho American Bai 
soelatlon sets forth the Important part laws 
play In establishing the difference. 

Law, the association points out, li "thi 
tangible force that makes freedom and prog' 
rc53 possible. It Is law that brings order Into 
the affairs of men — that enable them to lift 
their sights above mere survival, to accumu- 
late possessions, to develop tho arts, to pur- 
sue knowiedgc, and to enjoy life among their 
fellows. Law gives the Individual security 
that he could obtain In no other way. It pro- 
tects the family nnd other groups organized 
for tho advancement of common Interests. It 
permits the growth ol great cities, and the de- 
velopment of vast enterprises. In other words, 
It Is the cement that holds our free society 
together." 

Even In its world-wide scope, It Is pointed 
out, law may be far more important than 
most of us realize. We can never look to 
weapons alone for peace and security. Se- 
curity based on threats of mass killings Is 
obviously a contradiction. History has taught 
us that new concepts of law sometimes evolve 
out of seemingly hopeless situations, such as 
those with which we are now confronted. So 
It behooves free men tho world over to work 
lor a common understanding supported by 
a world law. Tho free nations, gradually 
tightening their bonds of mutual Interest and 
creating new means for the peaceful settle- 
ment of disputes among' themselves must set 
tho example in the hope that It will become 
contagious throughout the world. 

Neutral nations, even those behind the Iron 
curtain, would naturally be drawn toward 
any system that can substitute the justice 
of the courtroom for slaughter on the battle- 
field as a'mcans of settling national differ- 
ences— which is actually the difference be- 
tween clvlhiatlon and barbarism. ' 

It should be our profound hope that the 
lawmakers of our age will fashion an Inter- 
national code so appealing that world senti- 
ment will compel its general acceptance. 

A better understanding of law and greater 
respect for the part It plays In our lives 
arc worthy of our serious consideration, as 
that Important fact will be called to our at- 
tention on Law Day U.S.A. 



SAFETY ACTION NEEDED 

Accidents Ulco the Nevada mld-alr collision 
between a military Jet and a big commercial 
transport deserve to be put In perspective. 

Though It is no help to the 49 victims of 
that disaster. It is a fact that In 1957 tho 
country's airlines recorded the second best 
safety year In their entire history. 

Only 31 people -were killed out of the 45 
million carried In 1057 over an estimated 25.5 
miUIdn passenger miles. 

This Ehofting. a rate of 0.1 fatality per 100 
million passenger miles, was markedly better 
than 1050. Whether 1958 will measure up to 
1057 remains to be seen. Certainly the Ne- 
vada mishap Is not an encouraging Incident. 

The Aviation Safety center at Cornell uni- 
versity, reporting on last year's airline per- 
formance, took serious note of the very prob- 
lem pointed up by that accldent^the ever- 
growing danger of collisions In air. 

Properly. It used words like "critical" and 
"urgent" In calUng for action to diminish this 
peril. Hardly any report emerging today on 
nlr traffic conditions falls to dwell upon the 
actual collisions and, the many, many ncar- 
mLsscs. 

Of great help has been the airlines' and 
pilots voluntary resort to rigid IlylnR rules 
In the busy Chlcago-Woshlngton-Boston traf- 
fic triangle. 

But, as the Safety center observes, there 
still are not compulsory regulations covering 
all traffic at high altitude.-;. And there plain- 
ly, the danger becomes steadily more acute 

To establish and enforce such rules is the 
resppnslbllity of congress and the executive 
branch. 

Not surprisingly, lawmakers arc .stirred to 
alarm by the recent Nevada collLsion. But 
their reactions are not really Impresilvc. Tliey 
have been disturbed before. 

Alarms which ring out In the aftermath 
of tragedyibut then gradually fade away are 
not what tho nation needs to make its air 
space safe. 

What It requires Is action to provide a really 
comprehensive system of air traffic controL 
at all altitudes and, affecting all aircraft.

A few weeks ago, national potato demand 
vigorous, and Idalio polaloraen envisioned an 
usually healthy windup of the shipping seoaon. Since 
then the price at terminal market has dropped t32S 
per hundred. 

In between, tho wholly paper manlpubtlon on 
board.1 of trade In potato tuturcs have completely 
demoraJlicd the market. As Robert Relchcrt, Idaho 
commissioner ot agrlcullure, said Friday— "A few men 
buying and selling on paper arc controlling tWe po- 
tato market independent of supply and demand." 

It la possible. In other words, for a smaU group ot 
traders to buy so many carloads ot potatoes at 1 
certain price, repres.i the market by piling up hold, 
higs lo "shake out" the smaller traders, and then 
Influence an upward push for a selling spree. In New 
York City alone, it resulted In a plleup ol 700 can 

' potnlocs. 

It has Icit Idalio potato shippers, and some oLlhelr 
buyers, who bought at a high price eevernl wetlts ago 
anUclpatlng n firm demand, holding Uic sack. It Is » 
very unreal situation. Statistics by the department ot 
ngrlculturo sliow that auppUe.^ are about normal tor 
una time ot ye.ir. In oihcr words, Ihe demand should 
ba there. But buyers, looking at the prices going dowi 
every day, are holding off. Yet potatoes are needed. 
It Bl.*o po,ici the question of a price and demand 
coIILilon as the traders llnjlly bring Uielr ringed bull 
to hti tcpl. 

Idaho onions have had tlie anme problem. Lcglsli 
tlon has now been Introduced bclore congrc.vi to n 
move onions and potatoes from futures trading. The 
Indusln- has alw.iys held that pcrlahsblo trulls and 
vegetables, bccau-w of their sliori marketing span and 
stornge llmllntlon.i, should not bo trndtd. 

Mc-irlngs are duo In congrc.ns next week on the 
IcgKIallon. Congressmen should give attentive con- 
BldcmUon lo_lhe now acute problem ol rcstorlnK sup- 
ply and demand, to the national potato market. It 
has proved It will work. 11 Jelt olone^Idaho Falls 
Post-Regis Icr.

Atomic iiuthorltles have put the 
chief blame for lonH-term radlo-ac- 
tlvo contnmlniiUon on alrontlum-00, 

product of "dirty" llsalon but not 
of "clean" fusion. 

Tlicae fiuthorlllcs stress that the 
U. S. Pacific testa alnrtlnR this week 
are de.ilitncd to clean up weapons 
by rcduclnK their fission diarges Jn 
proportion to fusion. 

But PaullnK oaj-s carbon-H, cre- 
ated by boUi Unds of rcacUon but 
In greater nmounte by fusion, is "tho 
worst culprit" among tho various 
mdloftcUvo products of nudeiir ex- 
plosions. 

PauUng, Nobel prlM-wlnninit bio- 
chemist of Uio California Institute 
ot technology, ts hero for tlio annu- 
al mcetlne of tho National Academy 
of Sciences. He la tho country's most 
vocal scientific advocate of an In- 
tcrnallona: nudcor lest ban. 

At nn Informal news conference 
yeatcrday he did not directly discuss 
the U. B. claim that It Is making 
"dean" wcnpon-i with sufddcnUy 
reduced radioactive fallout as not to 
conatltuto a world menace. 

But for the first Urao by a world- 
funous Bdentist he put carbon-14, 
dlianlBsed OS a ncgliBlblo haiard by 
D. S. authorlUcB, In tho role of No. 1 
lest vlUoln. 

It Is a compamtlvdy weak emitter 
of radlnUon but It la much longer- 
lastlng than the bomb's moat highly 
publidBcd mcnftcea. 

"The danscr to the race orer 6,000 



to 10,000 years. If the race survlv^s," 
he said, "Is on tho order of 300 limes 
as great from carbon-H as from 
strontium -00," 

If tests were to stop rieht now, 
he aald. carbon-H nlone would cause 
acrloos genctio defects In about five 
million children In a pedod of 300 
gcnemtfons. In addition tlicre would 
be hundreds of thousands ot c.incer 
coses caused by corbon-H. he said. 

Puullng believes tlie atomic pow- 
ers— Britain, RuMla nnd tlie United 
State*— Dhou Id agree lo an Inspected 
test ban now before otlicr countries 
acquire nUdcor weapons and com- 
plicate Uio situation.
